GENTLEMEN:— 

This,  the  Twenty-Second  Biennial  Report  of  the  Montana  State 
Prison,  is  respectfully  submitted  for  your  perusal  and  api)roval. 

Your  attention  is  directed  to  the  lar^'e  increase  in  the  cost  of  all 
staple  commodities  that  are  used  here  in  quantities.  The  follo\viii<«- 
table  o'ives  a  few  of  the  items :

You  will  notice  that  the  |)ci'ceiita<'-e  of  increase  in  llie  eost  p;'r 
capita,  which  is  50'/,  is  far  less  than  the  i)ei'centa«i'e  of  increase  in  tl;e 
cost  of  the  «;'0()(ls  used  as  above,  105*/  ;  i:ulicatint>'  that  were  it  not  for 
the  decreased  purchasing  ])ower  of  the  dollar  the  last  two  years  our 
expenses  Avould  have  been  well  within  the  amount  appropriated.  The 
salaries  paid  to  guards  ari'  now  $85.00  jjcr  month.  Although  our  pop- 
ulation has  decreased,  the  numbei"  of  guards  necessary  remains  the 
sam(\  Reports  of  other  prisons  that  have  been  published  this  yrnr 
all  show  a  very  large  increase  in  |)cr  capita  cost. 

ROAD  WORK 

We  have  had  an  average  of  60  men  daily  employed  during  the  sum 
mer  of  1920,  building  8V2  miles  of  road  from  Ximi'od  to  Beai'mouth. 
This  work  was  estinuited  by  the  govrnniiciit  to  cost  $149. 000. 00  for 
dirt  and  rock  work,  the  surfacing  bringing  the  total  estinuite  to  $170,- 
000.00.  This  is  now  pi-acticaliy  completed,  and  is  one  of  the  finest 
l)ieces  of  road  now  in  the  counti-\-.  On  this  job  the  ^lontana  State 
Prison  will  make  around  $50,0()().()0  ju-otit. 
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BRICKYARD,  SAWMILL  AND  LABOR 

Our  brickyard  has  supplied,  at  cost  of  material  and  manufacture. 
92,000  brick" to  the  Hospital  at  Galen,  132,000  brick  to  the  Vocational 
School  at  Helena,  and  355,000  brick  to  the  Asylum  at  Warm  Sprinjjs, 
all  at  $6.00  per  thousand.  The  market  value  of  the  brick  Avas  .$13.00 
per  thousand.    Tliis  has  been  a  saving'  to  the  State  of  $4, 632. 00. 

We  are  operating-  a  leased  sawmill  Avhereby  we  furnish  rough  lum- 
ber to  these  buildings  at  a  cost  50%  less  than  market  value. 

Unskilled  prison  labor  employed  on  the  construction  of  a  Hospital 
and  Administrative  Office  Building  for  the  Warm  Springs  Asylum  (a 
photo  of  which  appears  in  the  book),  was  a  saving  to  the  State  of 
$20,000.00.  These  men,  working  under  the  sui)erintendence  of  Mr. 
James  McCalman,  our  Superintendent  of  Construction,  were  practi- 
cally all  green  men  when  they  started  to  work  on  these  buildings. 
The  finished  construction  speaks  volumes  for  the  painstaking-  care 
with  which  Mr.  jNIcCalman  supervised  the  work,  and  is  a  remarkable 
showing-  of  what  can  be  accomplished  with  men  in  prison  when  they 
are  propei'ly  encouraged. 

HEALTH 

The  health  of  the  prisoners  has  been  excellent  throughout  the  two 
yeai-s,  only  six  having  died. 

MECHANICAL  WORK 

With  ])ris()n  lalioi-  ah)ne,  tliere  wei-e  (Mjuipped  with  dump  body  and 
hoist,  214  large  autoniobiU^  trucks  for  the  State  Highway  Commission. 
If  this  work  had  been  paid  for  at  the  current  rate  for  mechanics  it 
would  have  cost  the  Highway  Commission  $100.00  pei-  truck.  This  is 
a  saving-  of  $21,400.00. 

DECREASE  IN  POPULATION 

The  decrease  in  poi)ulation  can  he  a1ti'il)Uled  to  three  causes:  Prolii- 
bition,  ])aroling  oil'  the  bench,  and  ;i  hii-ge  number  being-  sent  to  the 
Insane  Asylum  instead  of  to  this  phiee.  This  latter  cause  bears  out 
my  contention  that  the  ma.joi'ily  of  so-eaMed  ci-iminals  are  insaiu\  and 
shouM   he  1i-ea1ed  aeeofdingl.N'. 

THEATRE  AND  LIBRARY 

On  tlie  opposite  i)age  you  will  see  the  photo  of  our  new  I'l-ison 
Theatre,  built  chietly  through  the  geniTosity  of  .Mr.  \V.  A.  Clark,  -Ii-. 
It  has  a  seating  rapacity  of  one  ttionsand.  The  theati-e  is  used  for 
divine  services  each  Sunday,  and  for  the  regular  weekly  moving  ]uc- 
ture  shows.  Several  road  shows  ha\'e  exhibited  here,  on  the  basis 
that  they  give  the  prisoners  a  fi-ee  show  dui-ing  the  afternoon  ami 
have  the  theatre  free  at  night  for  public  admission.     I  fiiul  tluit  these 
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shows  have  an  excellent  effect  in  maintaining  the  discipline  of  the 
institntion.  One  of  the  penalties  for  an  infraction  of  the  rnles  is  a 
loss  of  show  privileges,  and  this  the  men  are  so  anxions  to  avoid  that 
the  general  behavior  is  greatly  improved.  The  theatre  was  built  en- 
tirely by  labor  of  the  prison  inmates,  nnder  the  direction  of  Superin- 
tendent James  McCalman.  No  outside  help  was  hired,  even  the  paini- 
ing  of  the  scenery  and  curtain  being  the  work  of  two  of  the  prisoners. 
The  library  is  still  maintained  with  its  former  quota  of  books,  which 
are  renewed  as  needed  by  the  kindness  of  Mr.  W.  A.  Clark.  Jr.,  by 
whom  the  library  was  originally  donated.  The  prisoners  make  daily 
and  continual  use  of  the  reading  matter. 


BAND 

Through  the  generosity  of  one  who  takes  a  g]'eat  interest  in  the 
prisoners,  our  band  is  kept  supplied  with  music  and  instruments  at 
no  expense  to  the  State.  We  have  a  band  that  compares  favorably 
with  any  band  in  the  State. 

PAROLE  LAW 

In  the  last  two  years  there  have  been  discharged  on  parole  516 
men.  Out  of  this  number  there  were  only  18  returned  for  violation, 
3^%,  a  record  that  I  assert  is  equalled  by  no  other  State  in  the 
Union.  If  these  men  had  been  compelled  to  serve  even  their  minimum 
sentence  it  would  have  cost  the  State,  figuring  on  the  per  capita  of 
1.164: 

299  paroled  in  1919 $131,305.85 

246  paroled  in  1920 108,030.90 

Total  saving $239,336.75 

The  small  number  of  violations  show  that  the  men  will  make  good 
if  encouraged.  This  record  of  3%%  returned  is  particularly  gratify- 
ing to  those  who  had  the  courage  to  initiate  this  legislation,  and  who 
have  since  protected  it  against  those  who.  through  not  having  a  com- 
plete knowledge  of  its  successful  results,  were  inclined  to  modify  its 
workings.  The  State  is  to  be  congratulated  on  having  as  its  Parole 
Commissioner,  Mr.  J.  E.  Clifford,  to  whose  untiring  efforts  in  securing- 
work  for  the  men  when  released,  and  his  unceasing  interest  in  the 
welfare  and  progress  of  all  those  under  his  care,  can  be  largely  at- 
tributed the  fact  that  the  greater  majority  of  those  paroled  make 
good. 

Before  a  prisoner  is  released  on  parole  he  is  placed  on  the  outside  of 
the  walls,  where  he  must  work  for  six  montlis,  and  make  good  before 
being  recommended. 
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RANCHES 

Raised  on  ranclics  hy  ])ris()ii  labor,  we  have  cnoiiiili  vegetables  on 
hand  to  last  us  for  the  eoiniii<i'  season. 

IMPROVEMENTS 

Owing  to  our  deereased  ]ioi)ulatioJi,  there  will  be  no  appropi'iation 
needed  for  new  buihlings  durinj>'  the  next  two  years.

RECOMMENDATIONS 

That,  owing  to  our  deereased  population,  we  have  available  build- 
ings in  which  can  be  installed  a  Wooltn  Mill,  where  can  be  worked  the 
prisoners  who  are  not  to  be  trusted  outside  the  walls.  These  amount 
to  about  50%  of  the  ])rison  population. 

It  would  be  a  great  saving  to  the  State  to  be  able  to  nuinufacture 
the  clothing  required  at  the  various  State  Institutions. 

That  the  road  work  be  conlinned.  and  as  many  men  employed  in 
that  capacity  as  are  available. 

The  purchase  of  snfficient  ranch  propei'ty  that  all  vegetables  re- 
quired can  be  raised  by  the  inmates,  and  that  the  State  ac((uire  its 
own  Dairy  Plant.
